wall with him. Keen and Wirth took the 
wall to miss Rayborn.

In sweeping the board, Tanner became 
the second rider in AMA history to win 
at least 300 half mile races. The only 
other rider is the veteran Al Gunter who 
was in the pits watching this one. 

A promising group of amateur riders 
lined up with the big bikes for the first 
time and put on a dazzling show of close 
racing in the heats and final, 

Bert Ershig came through the pack to 


leaders Pete Bodette and John Carter. 
Tim.Harris was a close fourth place. 

Second year novice Jim Deehan gunned 
his way across the line in front of the 
hew novice field and won his first Ascot 
main event. Dick Turner looked impres- 
sive in second place with Mike Lithicum 
taking third. 

The Ascot races now run every Fri- 
day night with race time weekly set for 
8:15 p.m.

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By Larry Haley STAKE SCRAMBLES 

If any of you readers have never been back east to race, you probably are as un- 
informed as I was about Stake scrambles. Back there they call them turkey runs. 
It’s different from the kind of events we have here and I would call it a complete 
ball. One might put it in the hare and hound class, since you go around the course 
just once. 

The stake race starts with a banher drop on a dead engine, except there’s no 
smoke bomb to ride out to. Instead, usually on a very high peak, visable to all, 
there are four or more stakes driven into the ground, one having an eye loop on it, 
and the other a nail. You lay down flat, as the stakes are only about 18 inches high, 


and sight down the piece like a gun sight. 
There, off in the distance (and

they’ve got to be kidding) is a mountain 
and a sign on one of the stakes says 
that check #2 is halfway up the side of 
of the peak. Have fun. On another 
stake in the group are pieces of paper 
with numbers designating the check 
that it is and you have to have them al} 
at the finish or it’s all in vain. 

This particular run had no less than 
18 checks and was 65 miles around. 
The rider that sweepstaked it was an 
amateur, Gerald Wagner and it took him 
about four hours to complete the course. 

Oliver Angell, having missed four 
check points, came in, gassed up and 
went out and found them, thus earning

hard way. 

The shortest distance between two 
points is not always a straight line in 
stake scrambles. A big ravine or an 
impossible hill can get in the way and 
that is where good old horse sense and 
desert moxie comes in handy as there is 
absolutely no trail and not one speck 
of lime. 

I’ll say Jerry Wagner really earned 
his trophy. After coming in, he started 
taking his checks out of his pockets 
and found a hole in the bottom of one of 
them. As luck would have it, he found 
all but three checks down inside of his 
boot tops. Off came the boots and there 
were two more way down inside. This 
left him still one short, and I thought 
they were going to disqualify him, but

When we started to tie my bike in, 
we noticed something odd. There was 
this white foam all over the inside of 
the trailer and Mark’s clothes. It turned 
out that someone left a can of shaving 
creme in Marks’ clothes box. Anyway, 
instead of just cleaning the stuff up 
like any normal person would do, Mark 
takes the stuff and throws it all over 
the street, then grabs a big handful and 
splats it right in the middle of his face, 
on his nose, in his mouth, eyes and 
hair. Then gets out my razor and starts 
shaving.

NEEDED: RESPONSIBLE STREET- 


RIDERS 


By now you’ve probably heard that in 
America motorcycle lovers in general 
have something of a public relations 
problem. Our reputation (I hesitate to 
use the wornout word ‘‘image’’) has been 
so thoroughly slandered by the sensation- 
hungry press over the years that it is a 
wonder to some citizens that motorcycles 
have not been declared contraband long 
ago and all of us ‘‘addicts’”” rounded up. 

We have come a long way since the 
early 1940’s when the Hearst Newspaper 
syndicate tried its darndest to have all 
motorcycles in California except those 
used by the police declared illegal and 
confiscated. 

Now the grandson of Wm. Randolph 
Hearst romps around the family estate at 
San imeon upon, of all things, a Honda. 
Shades of Citizen Kane. 

There is still much to be done and 
the job now facing us can only be done 
by the street riders, singlehandedly, be- 
cause it is the daily or weekend trans- 
portation rider that the public sees and 
thinks it knows. 

The letter from Richard Hoffman in 
the Voice of California this week calls 
for tolerance from car drivers (the public) 
for cycle riders. Tolerance is fine, but 
why not go a step further and work for 
respect? 

How do we earn respect and do we 
deserve it? I think we do. Certainly the 
men who race their machines in fair com- 
petition deserve respect and this is 
often denied to them by the antics of 
their brethren on the road. The rider of 
the road deserves respect as well, for 
he is one of the rugged individualists, 
ready to match his skill against the haz- 
ards of traffic. And, like the man with 
the net and trident against the armored 
gladiators of Rome, he is usually vic- 
torious. But the approval of the crowd 
is withheld and thumbs are cast down- 
ward toward him for all his nimbleness 
and wit. Why? 


RESPONSIBILITY EARNS RESPECT 

Respect is an outcome of responsi- 
bility. If respect is a motorcyclist’s 
goal, then responsibility is the road to 
it. For many years to come we motor- 
cycle riders will have to be just a little 
bit better than any other category of 
motorist. We have to be more conscious 


of our appearance, the noise we make, 
and even the emission of exhaust fumes 
than anyone driving a car, truck or bus. 
Like bad breath, some of our most irri- 
tating offenses are unconscious ones. 
The noise we make, for instance. 


NOISY NOT NICE 


One motorcycle by itself may not be 
objectionably loud, but three or four ac- 
cellerating in unison adds up to a deaf- 
ening roar, enough to set the police 
Switchboards alight with complaints and 
register that many more votes against 
us. Be conscious of the peace and quiet 
of neighborhoods you ride in. Arrive and 
depart singly at all times and never, 
neverride without amuffler on the street. 
Okay? Okay. 

I have never seen a solo rider who 
didn’t extend the courtesy of the road to 
other traffic. One has to, being out- 
weighed and outnumbered by the cars. 
But groups of riders, stretched out three 
and four abreast and carrying on con- 
versation at a snail’s pace while traffic 
backs up behind them have even caused 
me to become infuriated, and I love 
motorcycles. I think the best solution 
(and here I draw the wrath of every or- 
ganized road riding club in California) is 
simply not to ride in groups of more than 
four bikes to a clump. 


DON’T GANG UP 


When other people see a gang of 
motorcycles, they naturally assume it’s 
a motorcycle gang. Nobody has told them 
that law-abiding motorcycle clubs exist. 
Much less have they heard about the 
good deeds that AMA chartered clubs 
perform. 


LET’S HEAR IT 


I would like to see 20¢ out of every 
dollar donated by motorcycle groups to 
charity this year spent to hire a profes- 
sional publicity agency to tell the world 
what real motorcycle enthusiasts are 
doing. I’m tired of the Hell’s Angels 
stealing all the headlines.

They 
are so charitable, in fact, that the entire 
proceeds of many of their finest runs 
are turned over to the Red Cross, March 
of Dimes, City of Hope, needy indivi- 
duals, etc. without even as muchas 10%

being set aside to hire a public relations 
firm to send press releases to newspapers 
and TV so they can tell of the contribu- 
tions made by motorcyclists. Yet as much 
as 50% of the money they donate goes to 
the March of Dimes, the Red Cross, etc. 
You’ve heard of them, I trust? 


CYCLE CITIZENSHIP 


The final suggestion Cycle News has 
to offer for those who want to see pro- 
gress in motorcycling is protest injustice 
through conventional channels. 

If anyone receives a traffic ticket he 
feels is unjust, plead not guilty and ask 
for a jury trial. 

Write to your legislative representa- 
tive and tell him what you want him to do 
for motorcycling. 

Ask your mayor or city councilman to 
block attempts at posting trails against 
cyclists. 

Ask candidates for public office what 
their stand is toward the future of motor- 
cycling and get them on record. 

With a responsible riding public ex- 
ercising citizenship in pursuit of the 
American ideals of fair play and under- 
standing, we can make California a much 
better place to ride motorcycles in.

The Ascot TT had several surprises 
to offer on Saturday night. One was for 
the riders, who found the jump pretty 
hard to take in practice. A lengthened 
approach put them well into 3rd gear 
over the launching ramp, resulting in 
some unbelievable nose-down, frame- 
flexing landings, especially among the 
novice contingent.

Irwindale’s Top Fuel Class was won 
by a 450cc bike Sunday. Only three 
fuelers made up the competition and the 
first round was between Bob Micheals* 
“Black Knight’? Harley and the twin 
engine Triumph of Murray and Cook. 
Bob made a great ‘‘hole shot’’ and had 
the big double behind him but when he 
reached for another gear, all he got was 
neutral and the double stormed by for 
the win. 

The next and final run was between 
the double and an under dog 450. When 
starting lights turned green the Honda 
got the jump and broke out in front. 
Smoke poured from the rubber and as- 
phalt clutch of the big double, a slam 
of metal to metal impact meant the

Triumph’s primary chain had parted but 
out-to-win Jim Cook didn’t shut down 
and tried in vain to catch the underdog.

MAINTENANCE TIP 

Plastic parts like tank medallions and 
tail light lenses break often and are ex- 
pensive to replace. No need to buy new 
ones. Gather up the pieces and stick 
them back together with 2-tube clear 
epoxy glue. The joint will be stronger 
than the original part and if you're careful, 
nobody cantell it’s been mended. Be sure 
the joining faces are perfectly clean. 
Wash and rinse the parts in hot, soapy 
water before gluing. 

Even threaded holes can be repaired 
with epoxy. Coat the screw threads light- 
ly with wax and leave it in until the 
epoxy hardens (24 hours). The screw can 
then be withdrawn and the threads will 
be molded into the epoxy. 











WHITHER 
ENDUROS? ? 


BY CHUCK CLAYTON 


— to muffle or not, that is the question 


Southern California Desert riders are 
loudly protesting recent rulings by the 
District 37 Sports Committee which seem 
to favor enduros. 

Keeping to afine schedule, which docks 
you points for arriving at a destination too 
late is not every cycle competitor’s cup 
of tea. Consequently, the Committee com- 
posed of representatives from Southern 
California Sportsmen clubs voted to award 
separate points for enduros. Hitherto, if 
you wanted to earn a low riding number in 
the desert, you had to win enduro points 
too. Now you can be #1 in the desert with- 
out ever winding a watch. All you have to 
be able to do is finish first, the devil take 
the hindmost. 

Nevertheless, many desert riders enjoy 
enduros too, because they are a test of the 
mind as well as the man and machine, and 
as long as they don’t have to maintain a 
special built bike just for enduros, and 
another one for desert wailing, they will 
continue to ride both kind’ of event. 

Lately, however, some enduros have 
had to cross or use public roads, and this 
means all-out desert bikes, without muf- 
flers, licenses or any legal equipment, are 
ineligible to compete Some clubs like the 
Jackrabbits do lay out their enduros with- 
out touching aroad. For this reason, riders 
feel that the decision to require or not re- 
quire mufflers, licenses, spark arrestors, 
etc., should be left to the discretion of the 
promoting club. With Cycle News to spread 
the word, whether legal equipment is re- 
quired or not, the confusion which plagued 
this arrangement in the past can be 
eliminated. 

Another problem, which will no doubt 
be sorted out in a future competition com- 
mittee meeting, is the number of desert 
and enduro points events on this season’s 
District 36 calendar. When enduros were 
divorced from desert affairs, it was de- 
cided the two types of events should not 
run simultaneously. Shortly thereafter, 
Open Sundays and Easter Sunday were set 
aside so competitors could spend those 
days with their families elsewhere other 
than at the races. Result is, the guy who 
rides desert 100% and nothing else, is 
going to have a few less weekends on his 
riding calendar. 

The solution proposed by most desert 
riders we have talked with is ‘‘run desert

events the same days as enduros and let 
the riders take their choice.’’ 

Then, clubs could require or not re- 
quire legal equipment, and enduros could 
exist side by side with desert dates. 

The Sports Committee seems to fear 
that this would sound the death knell for 
enduros. Clubs would not want to waste 
the extra effort it takes to stage a good 
enduro, for the sake of a hundred or so 
true blue enduro types. We say nonsense! 
Enduros are a fine sport for new riders 
who want to taste the spice of competition 
without altering their road bikes very 
much. Up to now you had to have a desert 
sled to even finish one of our rough, Sou- 
thern California enduros. Maybe if the 
clubs have to attract new competition en- 
thusiasts to fill their entry lists they will 
do as they already have in the des ert — 
make separate courses for trail bikes and 
make the overall course less than impos- 
sible for all but the first few starters to 
complete. 

Manufacturers and dealers would lend 
more support to enduro promotions if the 
winning machines bore a strong resem- 
blance to the bread and butter models they 
sell for the road. If mufflers and license 
plates are all that’s required, put ‘em 
back on (or better yet, don’t take ‘em off). 
If we have to go the whole route with head- 
lights and all that jazz I know a dandy 
way to rig up a temporary set that is OK 
by the authorities. 

Now, if some mathematical reader will 
spell out a simple scoring system so pro- 
moting clubs can tally up enduro scores 
in a hurry, Cycle News will pay a pretty 
for the privilege of publishing it. We’ve 
seen it done, but don’t know how.

ANOTHER WEEKEND WIN 













After hearing about the performance 
of a 350cc Honda in the hands of ACA 
ace Ron Grant at the recent Willow 
Springs Gold Nuggett Grand Prix, we 
were curious what had been done to the 
prosaic old Super Hawk to make it such 
a hauler. In his pursuit of the Gold Nug- 
gett trophy, Grant had come within ahair 
of equalling the 500cc lap record at 
Willow, not once, but consistently, lap 
after lap. We know that Ron is a very 
good rider, but even the best has to have 
both horsepower and handling in his 
machine to turn in such a performance. 

We found the machine and its owner- 
builder-tuner and former rider Bob Vine- 
yard at the Service Department of 
Alhambra Honda, where Bob isin charge. 
Bob used to do well enough on the bike 
until he got off hard one day at Willow 
(a spectator threw a rock on the track 
which landed right in his line). Having 
a few months to think about his ma- 
chine, Bob worked out a few improve- 
ments on the engine which he has been 
racing since 1963, after breaking it in 
for 9,700 miles on the street. 

Most noticeable feature is the enor-

mous front brake, composed of two CB92 
drums epoxied together with Hawk back- 
ing plates and shoes. The result is a 
4-leading shoe front brake that Bob 
claims has all the stopping power of a 
4 front binder. 


Next thing that hits the eye are the 
3%’ aluminum spacer blocks between 
the 26 mm carburetors and the CB72 
head. Bob knows this isi contrary to 
standard racing practice but, like he 
says, “‘it works.’ Try arid argue with that. 

The engine also features a #7194 
Harmon & Collins cam, S&W progressive- 
ly wound valve springs with stock Honda 
top collars and Webco rocker arms. The

valve train has of course been lightened 
and balanced, but the spring collars 
are stock. 

A Webco 350cc kit with 10:1 cr pistons 
turns a 250cc Honda crank unit. Milling 
.050 off the cylinder base raised the 
compression to 12:1. The high-output oil 
pump is also a Webco item. The mega- 
phones are Vineyard’s own design, 
smaller in diameter than Honda racing 
megs. With the ignition welded at full 
advance, the plugs fire at 47 degrees
